The  ROTC  building  is  a 
two-story,  brick  and  masonry 
structure  located  across  the 
parking  lot  east  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center.  It  houses  offices, 
classrooms  and  a library  for  both 
the  Air  Force  and  Army  military 
science  students. 

Housing  the  facilities  for 
laundering  several  tons  of  work 
clothes,  bedding,  towels,  swim 
suits  and  other  items  each  day  is 
the  BYU  Laundry  which  serves  the 
needs  of  all  residence  halls,  food 
services,  the  press,  physical 
education  departrAent  and  many 
other  areas  of  campus  life. 

West  of  the  laundry  is  the 
Auxiliary  Maintenance  Building 
which  provides  storage  and  repair 
facilities  of  many  articles  and 
equipment  required  for 
maintenance  of  campus  housing. 

The  University  Press  Building  is 
located  west  of  the  Auxiliary 
Maintenance  Bldg.  It  is  actually 
two  buildings  in  one,  housing  the 
departments  of  Printing  Services, 
University  Publications,  Graphic 
Arts,  Mail  Services  and  Publication 
Sales  in  the  larger  section;  the 


second  section  is  the  Food  Services 
and  Receiving  Warehouse, 
providing  facilities  for  proper 
storage  and  care  of  supplies  and 
equipment  handled  and 
maintained  yearly  by  the 
univer^ty.

by  a margin  of  3864  to  3580  for 
the  post  of  Vice  President  of 
Culture. 

Kartchner  won  on  a platform 
that  admitted  that  "Student 
‘government’  as  now  constituted  is 
an  excess.’’  Kartchner  said  of  his 
victory;  ‘It’s  obvious  that  the 
reason  I won  was  that  most 
students  felt  alienated  in  their 
relationships  with  student 
government.” 

His  program  for  the  future 
includes  a referendum  of  the 
student  body  on  class  government. 
“It’s  my  feeling  that  class 
government  could  be  eliminated 
with  the  exception  of  the  freshman 
class,”  he  said.  Kartchner  added,  "I 
fully  intend  to  eliminate  Fall 
Leadership  from  student  funds. 
I’m  not  accepting  my  scholarship 
for  the  office.  If  the  rest  of  the 
Executive  Council  agrees,  I think 
the  money  should  go  for  more 
scholarships  and  for  groups  that 
need  it,  such  as  the  debate  team.” 

He  feels  that  he  will  get 
cooperation  from  other  members 
of  the  Executive  Council.  He  said 
several  members  of  the  new 
Council  said  something  in  their 


platforms  about  the  necessity  to 
reduce  student  government 
activities. 

VOWS  COOPERATION 

Ken  Murdock,  the  new 
Executive  Vice  President  agrees. 
He  feels  Ken  Kartchner  will  make 
an  excellent  president.  ‘‘He’s 
sincere,  he  will  make  a 
contribution  to  the  school.  I’m 
looking  forward  to  working  with 
him,”  he  said. 

In  his  new  office,  Murdock  will 
work  in  the  area  of  public  relations, 
and  will  coordinate  the  activities  of 
the  other  eight  vice  presidents. 

The  biggest  winner  was  Cam 
Caldwell.  Caldwell  said,  "I  feel  that 
it  (his  victory)  was  because  of  the 
tremendous  job  other  people  did.” 
He  singled  out  Vicky  Adams  in 
Heritage  Halls  and  Rick 
Farnsworth  in  Helaman  Halls  and 
the  gymnastics  team.  Caldwell  said 
of  his  plans:  "We  have  to  give  other 
schools  the  understanding  that 
we’re  hospitable.  They  just  think 
we’re  racially  prejudiced.”  He 
thought  the  new  welcoming 
program  for  athletes  from  other 
schools  would  help  improve  BYU’s 
image.

Carl  D.  Jones,  director  of 
housing  at  BYU,  was  sustained 
president  of  the  new  BYU  Ninth 
Stake  with  Dr.  Jae  R.  Ballif, 
professor  of  physics,  as  first 
counsellor.  Dr.  Hoyd  Sucher, 
professor  of  teacher  education,  will 
oe  second  counsellor.  Patriarch  for 
the  Ninth  Stake  will  be  Dr.  L. 
Weston  Oaks. 

President  of  the  new  BYU  Tenth 
Stake  is  Ivan  J.  Berrett,  professor 
of  religious  instruction.  First 
counsellor  will  be  Dr.  Walter  D. 
Bowen,  professor  of  religious 
education.  The  new  Tenth  Stake 
patriarch  will  be  Dr.  Harold  Glen 
Clark,  dean  of  continuing 
education  and  professor  of 
education. 

BYU  First  Stake’s  presidency 
was  also  reorganized  with  the 
release  of  President  Raymond  E. 
Beckham,  director  of  University 
Development.

Needless  to  say,  perhaps  the 
greatest  single  issue— and  the  one 
which  has  precipitated  the  greatest 
number  of  comments  about  the 
UNIVERSE  and  BYU  has  been  the 
conflict  between  the  so-called 
conse rvative  establishment 
(including  the  UNIVERSE)  and 
the  liberal  element  on  campus. 

To  be  perfectly  honest  with  all 
who  read  this  column,  I consider 
myself  to  be  a liberal.  But  this  does 
not  mean  that  I cannot  be  trusted 
to  at  least  understand  the 
viewpoint  of  the  conservative 
(though  I do  not  always  agree  with 
that  viewpoint).

DeGaulle  Resigns 


With  Voting  Defeali 


PARIS  (AP)  - Premier  Maurice 
Couve  de  Murville  conceded 
Sunday  night  the  defeat  of 
President  Charles  de  Gaulle’s 
referendum  bUl,  indicating  De 
Gaulle  would  resign. 


Shortly  before  midnight  Sum  R 
Couve  de  Murville  declared : 


Couve  de  Murville,  speaking  on 
the  state-run  television  networks  as 
mounting  returns  pointed  to  the 
till’s  rejection,  said : 

“It  was  of  course  with  great 
sadness  that  I learned  the  result  of 
the  vote. 

“The  French  people  in  its 
majority  pronounced  itself  against 
the  reforms  which  were  proposed, 
with  all  the  consequences  that 
brings.” 

The  reforms  sought  by  De  Gaulle 
would  have  stripped  the  French 
Senate  of  its  few  remaining 
legislative  powers,  decentralized 
the  nation’s  economy  and  made 
the  prime  minister,  who  is 
appointed  by  De  Gaulle,  acting 
president  if  the  presidency  of 
France’s  Fifth  Republic  became 
vacant. 

In  an  emotion-charged 
atmosphere,  De  Gaulle  announced 
that  his  resignation  would  become 
official  today.

The  choreography,  specifically 
in  their  rendition  of  “Land  of  a 
Thousand  Dances”  and 
“Aquarius”  were  a combination  of 
movements  that  were  done  with  an 
appearance  of  ease  and  intrigue. 
The  dances  varied  and  were 
completely  without  dull 
repetition. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  audience 
was  enhanced  throughout  the 
concert  as  they  participated  by 
clapping  and  singing.  During  a 
couple  of  the  numbers,  members  of 
the  Dimension  mindled  in  the 
audience  talking,  shaking  hands, 
and  for  “Dancing  in  the  Street” 
invited  students  to  dance  on  the 
stage. 

The  end  came  too  soon  and  the 
Fifth  Dimension  left  to  the  sounds 
of  a standing  audience  singing  a 
reprise  of  their  own  “Let  the 
Sunshine  In.” 


It’s  not  just  every  day  in  the 
world  that  the  number  one  singing 
group  in  the  United  States  can  be 
booked  to  perform  -in  concert, 
especially  when  that  group  is  T^e 
Fifth  Dimension. 

For  the  m^ority  of  the  well 
pleased  BYU  audience,  the  Junior 
Prom  concert  was  a two  hour  show, 
the  memory  of  which  overshadows 
any  entertainment  that  has 
appeared  on  campus  for  some  time. 

But  for  a very  small  minority  it 
was  a concert  which  began  almost 
three  months  ago  and  ended  as  a 
smashing  success  in  terms  of 
audience  opinion.  That  small  but 
operative  minority  consisted  of 
three  men,  Jim  Chaplin,  Social 
Vice  President;  Paul  Higham 
Concert  Executive  Assistant,  and 
Curtis  Wynder,  Student  Activities 
Adviser;  who  made  the  right 
connections  at  the  right  time,  the 
result  of  which  was  The  Fifth 
Dimension  in  concert  at  BYU. 

AVAILABILITY 

’’The  whole  business  ol 
scheduling  any  group  for  a concert 
is  based  on  two  things,”  Paul 
explained,  “availability  and  cost. 
It’s  just  that  simple.” 

Months  before  the  concert, 
student’s  suggestions  for  concert 
performers  are  randomly  solicited. 
Booking  agencies  of  entertaining 
groups  are  contacted  to  ascertain 
what  is  open  for  the  given  date.  The 
student’s  and  agency  lists  are 
correlated  to  begin  scratching, 
from  the  20*30  groups  suggested, 
names  of  those  unavailable  for  the 
concert. 

Cost  is  another  eliminating 
factor.  Commenting  on  this  Curtis 
Wynder  said:  the  standard  policy  is 
to  keep  the  price  of  tickets  for 
students  to  $2  or  under  so  the 
tickets  are  within  the  financial 
reach  of  most  all  students. 

When  the  time  and  money  angle 
for  The  Fifth  Dimension  clicked  in 
the  computer,  Chaplin  and  Higham 
with  a verbal  commitment  relayed 
the  information  to  Wynder. 
“You’ll  never  get  them,”  was  his 
immediate  reaction  and  contract 
negotiations  were  underway. 

BYU STANDARDS 

Without  a doubt,  various  aspects 
of  the  entertainment  are 
considered  before  any  contract  is 
signed.  Carefully  checked  for 
appropriateness  are  costuming, 
script  and  songs.  Equally 
important  to  the  entertainers  are 


proper  lighting,  stage  size  and 
sound  equipment. 

During  the  negotiations  with  The 
Fifth  Dimension  one  of  their 
requests  was  to  have  specific 
lighting  facilities.  To  comply,  it 
was  necessary  for  BYU  to  obtain 
lighting  equipment  from  Salt  Lake. 

By  the  same  token  it  was 
necessary  that  members  of  the 
Dimension  abide  by  BYU 
standards  regarding  smoking, 
drinking  and  attire  while  on 
campus. 

From  a standard  contract  form 
alterations  and  specifications  are 
agreed  upon;  a suitable  contract  is 
drawn  by  Wynder,  and  signed  by 
both  parties. 

FUN  BEGINS 

Signing  the  contract  is  the  signal 
for  Jim  and  Paul  to  start  making 
arrangements;  this  includes 
everything  from  hanging  posters  to 
setting  up  the  Fieldhouse,  not  to 
mention  hiring  security, 
distributing  tickets,  reserving 
rooms  and  a few  thousand  other 
details. 

The  day  of  the  concert  arrives, 
Chaplin,  Higham  and  Wynder 
travel  to  Salt  Lake  to  meet  the 
incoming  entertainers.  The  Fifth 
Dimension  descended  .from  the 
delayed  plane  with  less  than  four 
hours  to  transfer  equipment,  check 
hotel  accommodations,  travel  by 
charter  bus  to  Provo,  set  up 
equipment,  dress  and  eat. 

Many  last-minute  details  and 
complications  arise,  but  after  many 
long  and  hard  hours,  Wynder, 
Chaplin  and  Higham  and  eight 
thousand  BYU  students  could  sit 
back  and  relax  because  it  was  “Up, 
Up  and  Away”  with  the  Fifth 
Dimension.

TECHNICALITIES 


The  set  of  this  journey  is  an 
on-stage  abstraction  composed  of 
four  gigantic  mountain  masses 
designed  and  constructed  by 
Professors  Karl  Pope  and  Robert 
Struthers  of  the  drama  faculty. 

A unique  mobile  scenery 
effect  will  be  added  by 
rear-projection  of  movie  and  slice 
scenes  onto  a huge  backstage 
screen. 


Consultation  on  this  back 
stage  projection  has  come  from 
Dean  Armin  Hill  of  the  Physical 
Science  Dept.  LaNoal  Carrel!  and 
Dee  Lister  of  the  Educational 
Media  Services  have  helped  with 
the  actual  setting  up. 

Professor  Max  GoUghtly  has 
done  the  stage  direction  and 
Professor  Brandt  Curtis  served  as 
artistic  director. 

Beverly  Warner  designed  the 
costumes  which  cleverly  portray 
the  allegorical  elements  of  the 
characters’  personalities.  Joyce 
Jensen  choreographed  the 
correlating  modern  dance 
movements. 


Playing  with  clay  is  something 
most  children  do  without  too 
much  difficulty  and  with  less 
thought,  but  such  is  not  the  case 
with  the  children  at  the  Utah 
Valley  Care  and  training  Center. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Duane 
Carling,  a BYU  student  majoring  in 
art,  the  exceptional  chiWren  are 
given  a chance  to  try  their  skill  with 
modeling  clay. 

Not  only  does  working  with  clay 
help  to  develop  their  physical 
coordination  and  help  to  increase 
their  span  of  attention,  it  also 
works  in  with  the  other  programs 
at  the  training  center. 

For  example,  by  making  models, 
the  children  are  shown  how  words 
and  objects  correlate.  In  this  way  it 
helps  their  reading  and  outdoor 
perception. 

Hands  are  not  the  only  modes 
used  to  shape  the  clay.  Tools  of 
different  types  are  used,  which 
helps  physical  coordination. 

Through  work  of  this  variety,  the 
children  also  develop  a sense  of 
pride  and  accomplishment.  Parents 
are  urged  to  encourage  and  praise 
the  work  of  their  sons  or  daughters. 

Instigator  of  the  project  is  Mrs. 
Eloise  Morley.  Mrs.  Moriey,  a social 
worker  at  the  center,  felt  that  the 
children  could  work  as  easily,  if  not 
better  with  clay  than  with 
painting— the  usual  media. 

Samples  of  the  children’s  work 
may  be  viewed  on  the  fifth  floor. 
Fine  Arts  Center.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  - A good  life 
is  determined  by  the  quality  of  its 
memories. 

Pity  that  man  whose  memories 
haunt  him  with  terror  and  regret 
instead  of  giving  him  abiding  joy.  If 
we  have  lived  reasonably  well,  the 
recollection  of  the  past  should  not 
hurt  us  too  much  but  give  us 
pleasure,  as  does  a refreshing 
fountain. 

One  of  the  nicer  things  about 
memories  is  that  sharing  them  does 
not  diminish  them— either  in 
number  of  vividness.  It  enhances 
and  restores  them.  And  you’ve  got 
a pretty  happy  collection  yourself 
if  you  can  look  back  and  remember 
when. 

The  first  big  problem  you  faced 
when  you  awoke  in  the  morning 
was  trying  to  recall  where  you 
parked  your  wad  of  chewing  gum 
the  night  before. 


When  a fellow  told  a funny  story, 
just  before  he  reached  the 
punchline  he’d  snap  his  suspenders 
in  anticipatory  glee. 

It  was  a real  test  of  courage  for  a 
boy  to  bank  the  furnace  on  a 
wintry  night,  for  he  felt  sure  ghosts 
lurked  among  the  flickering 
shadows  of  the  darkened  coal 
bin— ghosts  that  might  follow  him 
up  the  basement  stairs  and  clutch 
at  him  from  behind . 

Everybody  in  the  family  went  to 
see  the  same  movies,  regardless  of 
whether  he  was  under  1 6 or  over 
16. 


As  soon  as  a boy  became  strong 
enough  to  crank  the  car  and  set  the 
engine  to  sputtering,  he  insisted  he 
was  a man  and  began  demanding 
the  right  to  wear  long  pants.
